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NEXT STEPS 

Though no final decisions, on 
the Palestine Report, can be ex- 
vec after so short a‘period, Mr, 
Atle hax done the obvious thing, 
in’ making it clear that the 
Government appreciate the ,srave 
burden which acceptance of the 
Report would throw upon Bri- 
tain, Mfid, that they will not 
shoulder ‘cither the inimediate or 
long-term commitments invelyed 
single-handed, “They intend to 
find out first from the United 
States Government’ to whom the 
Report: is equally addressed, what 
share in the smilitury and) tinaa- 
cials responsibilities that Govern: 
ment will undertake, “This ds on 
clementary precaution, “lhe Re- 
port itself ix quite vague about 
what assistance Britain will re- 
ceive from others in’ discharging 
the uripteasant task of holding the 
ring in Palestine, and quite pes: 
sibly in a wider area, until Jews 
and Arabs come to terms, thoug's 
in several passayes it indicates 
that refusal of practical 
tance would be ‘intolerably un- 
fair. After all, criticism of Bui- 
tish policy and administration has

Despite the ill-will and hos- 
tility which the Kremlin con- 
tinues to direct against Britain 
and America, most thoughful 
people in the Western world 
would still be prepared to make 
considerable — concossigna _itf, 
thereby, Russia’s whole-hearted 
cooperation jin building the 
stricture of world peace could 
be obtained. But many who 
have Jaboured long in thia couse 
are beginning to view it as a 
heart-breaking task. It is_be- 
ginning to look as if the Rus- 
sians have no desire to co- 
operate’ with other nations ex- 
cept insofar as they can gain 
some ndvantage for themaelves, 

Consider, for example, the 
case of the European Coal Or- 
gnnisation. This body was set 
up to try to apportion the limit- 
ed available stocks of coal 
among all’ the countrica of 
Europe. Russia was at first en- 
thusiastic in its support of the 
formation . of the ECO.. But 
when they found that, the rules. 
of membership required them to 
disclose figures about their own 
coil stocks and also how much 
thoy were obtaining from Po- 
land, they walked out, quickly 
followed by their aatellities, 
Czechoslovakia, ‘Poland and 
Jugoslavia. Thus o sensible at- 
tempt to apportion the. coal .of 
Europe in. a* fair manner has 
been largely sabotaged by Rus- 
sia—and countries like Jugo- 
slavia will have to pay the price. 

. ECO has no executive func- 
tions. It can only recommerid 
to its members where they 
should sell their coal. In prac- 
tice, however, various Govern- 
ments alivays act on ECO's ad- 
vice, Now that Jugoslavin has. 
withdrawn from ECO at the re- 
quest of the Kremlin, she re- 
celves no more coal from this 
source. Yet, strangely enough, 
U.N.R.R.A. continues to send 
coal supplies to Jugostavia and, 
ironically enough, most of it 
comes from British and Ameri- 
can pits and will be paid for 
with British and American 
money.) ° fey Ore ae 

At the moment, U.N.R.R:A. 
is able to supply Jugoslavia 
with only one-half of what is 
considered to be the country's 
minimum requirements. So the 
Jugoslavs are being kept colder 
han they need to be, and their 
industrial recovery is being de- 
layed in order to auit the power 
politics of the Kremlin. 

Under its charter, U.N.R.R.A. 
is rightly precluded from im- 
posing any “political conditions 
og, But it is into-
